Editorial 

Passing  the  Torch 


In  1965  when  Jim  Hamilton  came 
back  to  St.  Andrew's,  Aurora  and 
Toronto  still  seemed  far  apart,  and 
the  main  artery  linking  them  was 
still  Yonge  Street.  He  found  a 
school  which  had  undergone  an 
expansion  in  1962  with  the 
addition  of  the  Great  Hall, 
Ketchum  Auditorium  and  the 
creation  of  a  fourth  residence,  now 
Sifton  House.  These  changes  had 
increased  the  school  population 
from  220  to  350.  Today  enrollment 
stands  at  450. 

Jim  returned  after  a  career  in 
business  and  six  years  of  service  to 
his  country  in  World  War  II.  He 
came  at  the  request  of  Bob  Coulter, 
Headmaster  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  who  felt  it  necessary  to 
establish  firmer  links  with  the 
Andrean  community. 

Jim  became  the  school's  first 
development  officer.  He  accepted 
a  challenging  job  for  he  had  to 
organize  an  office  and  staff  it. 


Old  boy  records  had  been  kept 
prior  to  this  time  by  volunteers, 
usually  members  of  the  teaching 
staff.  Mike  Adamson  and  Henry 
Holden,  Allan  Ramsey  and  Bob 
Laidlaw  are  some  of  the  many 
who  had  clipped  newspaper 
articles  for  years  and  thus 
provided  Jim  with  a  solid  base  to 
start. 

Jim  was  the  right  man  for  the 
position.  He  had  attended  the 
school  from  1928  to  1933  and  as  a 
student  had  been  successful  at 
sports  and  had  been  awarded  the 
Lieutenant  Governor's  Bronze 
Medal  for  academics.  He  had 
enjoyed  the  school  as  a  student 
and  as  a  mature  man  made  the 
commitment  to  help  ensure  its 
future. 

During  the  ensuing  years  he 
quietly  worked  at  renewing  old 
boy  awareness  of  the  school.  He 
reorganized  the  newsletter 
keeping  Andreans  informed  about 


their  peers  and  assisted  the  SAC 
Association  with  annual  dinners, 
old  boy  events,  tournaments  and 
fundraising.  He  attracted 
volunteers  to  assist  in  his  efforts, 
in  part  because  of  his  enthusiasm 
but  mostly  because  he  exemplified 
the  ideal  Andrean.  He  was 
intelligent,  articulate,  with  a  lively 
sense  of  humour,  a  lover  of  sports, 
a  gentleman  who  played  by  the 
rules.  Throughout  his  years  at  St. 
Andrew's  his  vivacious  wife  Betty 
was  a  continuing  source  of 
strength. 

In  the  fall  of  1985,  Jim  Hamilton 
passed  the  torch  to  Jim  Herder, 
another  Andrean  Old  Boy. 

We  will  miss  Jim  Hamilton's 
familiar  face  at  school  events  but 
when  we  look  around  our 
beautiful  campus  his  efforts  are  in 
evidence  everywhere.

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
the  eulogy  delivered  by  Bob 
Meagher  at  the  service  for  Jim 
Hamilton: 


What  It  Means  To  Be  An  Andrean 

It  means  that  I  can  slip  into  the 
quietest  corner  in  the  Chapel,  sense 
above  me  the  flutter  of  the  flags  from 
a  score  of  Andrean  home-countries, 
barely  make  out  the  copper  outlines  of 
two  plaques  bearing  the  names  of  176 
war-dead,  hear  the  beat  of  a  hundred 
choruses  of  FOR  ALL  THE  SAINTS 
and  the  echo  of  a  thousand  Sunday 
sermons. 

It  means  that  I  can  stand  on  the 
lower  fields  and  hear  the  snarl  of  ten 
thousand  GANG  WAS,  the  cheers  for 
touchdowns  and  goals,  for  boundaries 
and  corner-kicks,  for  laps  and  scrums 
and  set-shots. 

It  means  that  I  can  walk  the  Quad 
at  dusk  and  think  I  hear  the  "FALL 
IN"  of  bustling  cadet  colonels,  the 
fading  chords  of  Carol  Service 
rehearsals,  the  opening  night  giggles 
of  a  dozen  musicals,  the  anxious 
arguments  of  determined  debaters,  the 
clop  of  ER  feet  and  the  infectious  yells 
from  Mac  House  and  Flavelle  and 
Sifton  and  Memorial. 

Above  all,  it  means  that  as  the 
little  boy  I'll  always  be  I  can  share  a 
secret  language  with  those  of  90  years 
—  words  like  'tuck'  and  'wedgie  and 
'tutee  and  'Little  Big  Four'  and 
'Expansion  Week'  —  and  best  of  all, 
claim  kinship  with  those  in  our 
lexicon  of  honour:  Macdonald  and 
Ketchum,  Gibb  and  Laidlaw,  Rex  and 
Huntley,  Nancy  Bray  and  Cameron 
Stewart,  Robinson  and  Tudball, 
MacPherson  and  now  James 
Hollingworth  Hamilton. 

There's  so  much  strength  in  being 
Andrean.  Jim  Hamilton  has  made  us 
stronger. 

With  thanks  to  Betty,  Linda, 
Cynthia  and  Jocelyn  who  allowed 
their  husband/father/friend  to  touch 
two  families.

Old  Boys  in  the  News 
A.S.  Fell  '59 


Tony  Fell  is  known  for  his  ability 
to  accept  and  meet  challenges. 
And  his  most  ambitious 
undertaking  to  date  was  to  help 
steer  the  United  Way's  1989 
fundraising  campaign,  which 
started  September  24  and 
wrapped  up  November  23,  to  its 
target  of  $42.75  million. 

That  figure  represents  a  10  per 
cent  increase  over  last  year's  total 
of  just  over  $39  million. 

As  campaign  chairman,  Fell, 
who  is  president  and  chief 
executive  officer  of  RBC  Dominion 
Securities  Inc.,  looked  at  the  job 
with  anticipation. 

"My  goal  was  to  raise  more 
funds  so  that  the  United  Way  can 
meet  the  growing  needs  in  the 
community,"  he  says. 

It's  a  commitment  that  has 
taken  up  almost  one-third  of  his 
time  this  year,  but  one  which  he 
thoroughly  enjoys. 

"I'm  there  in  a  volunteer 
capacity.  My  responsibility  is  to 
chair  the  campaign  cabinet  of  33 
volunteer  members,  co-ordinate 
the  volunteers  and  make  sure  the 
campaign  runs  smoothly. 

"I  work  along  with  Bill  Currie, 
the  United  Way's  campaign 
director,  and  other  members  of  the 
full-time  staff  to  make  sure  we 
reach  our  goal." 

A  youthful  and  energetic  man 
of  50  years,  Fell  is  Toronto  born 
and  raised.  Educated  at  St. 
Andrew's  College,  he  joined 
Dominion  Securities  Corporation 
in  1959,  shortly  after  graduating. 
Thirty  years  later  he's  at  the  top  of 
his  corporation  and  his  field  and

loving  his  work. 

"The  business  is  my  life,  "  he 
says,  professing  to  have  little  time 
or  interests  outside  his  wife  and 
family  of  three  children.  But  that's 
not  strictly  true. 

Fell  has  been  actively  involved 
as  a  volunteer  for  a  number  of 
organizations  including  the 
Arthritis  Society,  St.  Andrew's 
College  and  Junior  Achievement. 
He  serves  on  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  S.A.C. 

His  involvement  with  United 
Way  dates  back  five  or  six  years. 
His  motivation  to  get  involved  in 
community  work  is  deep-rooted. 

As  a  native  Torontonian,  Fell 
has  strong  feelings  about  this  city. 
"You  see  the  needs  in  the 
community  -  I've  been  visiting 
some  of  the  smaller  (United  Way 
member)  agencies  and  I've  seen 
first-hand  how  necessary  it  is  to 
raise  United  Way  dollars,"  he  says. 


"The  city  is  growing  extremely 
rapidly  and  the  cracks  are 
beginning  to  show  in  the  fabric  of 
our  social  service  network. 

Visiting  these  agencies  makes 
you  more  aware  of  how  necessary 
United  Way  dollars  are  to  the 
community.  It's  our  responsibility 
to  make  people  aware  of  the 
tremendous  need." 

Fell  is  optimistic  that  this  year's 
corporate  fundraising  drive  will 
be  successful.  He  points  out  that 
business  is  good,  corporate  profits 
are  up  over  last  year  and  that 
"historically  this  has  been  a  very 
generous  community." 

Fell  is  applying  the  same 
personal  dedication  and 
management  style  to  this 
volunteer  job  that  he  takes  with 
his  business.  "You  get  the  best 
people  you  can  around  you  and 
you  delegate  the  authority  to 
volunteers  and  staff." 

Last  year  the  campaign  raised 
$39  million,  but  the  United  Way 
received  requests  for  funding  in 
1988  of  $46.5  million  -  a  shortfall 
of  $7.  5  million. 

With  the  inflation  rate  in 
Toronto  currently  at  between  6 
and  7  per  cent,  the  organization 
must  achieve  a  7  per  cent  increase 
merely  to  remain  static. 

Even  then,  United  Way  will  not 
be  able  to  admit  any  new  agencies 
or  increase  funding  to  existing 
member  agencies.  Out  of  34 
agency  requests  for  admission  in 
1988,  only  four  were  admitted.

Headmaster's  Column 
Part  of  the  Mosaic 


Untold  treasures  are  housed  in  the 
memories  of  generations  of 
Andreans  -  life  in  Chestnut  Park, 
the  legacies  of  the  Flavelles,  the 
Dunlaps,  the  Macdonalds,  the 
vision  of  our  forefathers,  the 
eccentricities  of  the  Laidlaws,  the 
Gibbs,  the  Macfarlanes,  the 
successes,  the  lean  years,  and  on 
and  on  ...  all  an  integral  part  of  the 
Andrean  tradition. 

Through  historic  film  and 
pictures,  classroom  experiences 
and  social  contacts,  today's 
student  is  drawn  into  the  school 
mosaic.  He  is  part  and  parcel  of  a 
unique  and  most  wonderful 
community. 

In  spite  of  the  superb  education 
provided  by  S.A.C.  for  some 
ninety  years,  one  element  had 
barely  been  given  superficial 
attention.  This  became  very 
evident  to  me  on  the  occasion  of  a 
presentation  by  an  Art  teacher  at 
one  of  our  Board  meetings. 
Following  a  review  of  the  needs  of 
the  Art  department,  one  member 
remarked  that ,  aside  from  the 
DeGrandmaison  Indian  Head  and 
a  few  Ken  Ives  paintings,  the 
school  had  never  paid  much 
attention  to  works  of  art. 

That  was  the  spark,  the  impetus 
needed  to  embark  on  a  project  that 
has  far  exceeded  our  modest 
expectations. 

On  the  first  of  two  Parents' 
nights  exactly  eight  years  ago,  an 
exhibition  of  books  and  paintings 
was  set  up  in  the  Library.  Our 
guests  were  given  the 
'opportunity'  of  leaving  a  lasting 
legacy  to  the  school.  Twenty-seven 
books  and  five  paintings  were 
acquired  in  the  process.  Needless 
to  say,  buoyed  by  the  generosity  of 
our  friends,  a  new  tradition  had 
begun! 

For  the  next  five  years,  this 


program  was  repeated,  each  time 
with  a  new  twist.  The  collections 
of  works  from  local  artists  grew. 
The  Houses'  common  rooms  and  a 
few  other  strategic  locations  were 
giving  the  students  a  subtle 
change  from  the  team  pictures 
which  are  now  located  in  the 
athletic  complex.  With  the  advent 
of  the  'reconditioned'  Dunlap 
Hall,  many  a  blank  wall  was 
crying  for  adornment. 

By  this  time,  the  modest 
programme  was  snowballing:  gifts 
from  graduating  students,  Old 
Boys'  reunion  mementoes, 
presents  from  suppliers,  and 
purchases  through  Operation 
Enrichment,  all  contributed  to  a 
collection  appealing  to  everyone 
and,  through  osmosis, 
contributing  to  an  appreciation  of 
Art  in  many  forms. 

A  survey  of  our  collection 
attests  to  the  diversity  and  extent 
of  our  works  of  Art.  I  counted  60 
original  oils  and  acrylics 
(including  one  each  by  Tom 
Thomson  and  Lauren  Harris),  23 
watercolours,  68  prints  (5  by 
Bateman),  5  sculptures,  2  major 
hangings  and  10  'serious' 
photographs  (1  by  Karsh). 

On  a  daily  basis,  our  visitors 
comment  on  the  civility  of  the 
hallways.  Our  students  notice  the 
'new  arrivals',  they  stand  in  front 
of  them,  look  for  the  donor's 
name,  and,  hopefully,  hone  their 
critic's  talents  and  improve  their 
art  appreciation  in  the  process. 
Can  we  conclude  that  there  is  a 
correlation  between  the  healthy 
numbers  in  the  art  classes  and  the 
atmosphere  created  throughout? 

A  more  specific  study  tells  us 
that  our  5  distinctive  sculptures 
are  gifts  from  the  classes  of  '86  and 
'88,  the  Kilgour  family,  Bill  Yuill 
and  Issa  Nicholas,  that  the  Ladies'

Guild  73  and  the  class  of  '89 
granted  the  2  major  tapestries,  and 
that  our  parents  and  friends  have 
blessed  us  with  oils  from 
Donato(2),  Susan  Hally  (5)-mother 
of  Simon  '67,  Nick  '69,  David  '72, 
Philip  Harris  (4),  W.  Hopkinson 
(3),  Ken  Ives  (7),  Isabelle  Van  Zant 
(4),  Pauline  Holancin  (3),  Alan 
Page  (3),  and  our  own  Mr.  Paolini 
and  Percy  Robinson  (4);  they  have 
also  afforded  us  to  exhibit  prints 
by  A.Y.  Jackson,  A.S.  Casson,  C. 
Pratt,  Serry-Lester  and  Liaskas, 
among  others. 

We  are  constantly  on  the 
lookout  for  ways  to  add  to  our 
treasures!  Income  tax  receipts  play 
a  major  role;  we  encourage  gifts 
from  our  family  of  Old  Boys, 
parents,  past  parents  and  friends; 
we  attend  local  and  church 
auctions. 

We  are  proud  of  our  collection, 
it  has  become  part  of  the  mosaic,  it 
has  filled  yet  another  aspect  of  the 
total  education  provided  at 
St.  Andrew's.

If  you  follow  the  thought  that 
each  individual  personality  is 
formed  by  our  cultural  and  social 
conditioning,  as  suggested  by 
Northrop  Frye,  then  a  student's 
education  at  St.  Andrew's  College 
is  influenced  by  his  involvement 
in  the  Cadet  Corps. 

What  influence  does  Cadets 
have  on  a  young  man's  life? 
During  his  important  formative 
years  what  is  the  relevance  of  this 
tradition  at  St.  Andrew's? 

Discussion  and  debate

was  awarded  a  Rhodes 
Scholarship  to  Oxford  University.

...fifteen  boys,  Marke  Jones  the 
Chemist,  half  a  dozen  tour  guides, 
bubble  gum,  excitement  and 
serendipity. 

We  were  lucky.  We  flew  in  from 
Helsinki  to  celebrate  Expansion 
Week  in  the  USSR,  and  found  that 
it  was  Party  time  in  both  senses  of 
the  word,  for  7  Nov  89  was  the 
72nd  anniversary  of  the  1917 
October  Revolution  (work  that 
one  out!).  Red  flags  and  banners 
covered  every  building.  "Who's 
that  geek  in  the  middle?"  asked 
one  of  our  more  tactful  boys  as  he 
admired  the  triptych  of  Marx, 
Engels  &  Lenin.  We  waited  for 
two  hours  in  a  VIP  area  in  a 
square  full  of  tanks  and  rocket- 
launchers;  at  9:58  we  saw  in  the 
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The  author  sporting  a  battleship 
"Aurora"  pin 


distance  Gorby  and  his  boys  climb 
onto  Lenin's  tomb;  and  we  were 
blasted  by  noise  and  smoke  as  all 
power  broke  loose  and  hundreds 
of  war  machines  ripped  the 
cobbles  of  Red  Square  ten  abreast 
at  about  30  mph. 

We  were  lucky  in  our  rubles  for 
we  were  instantly  rich.  There  had 
been  a  1000%  devaluation  three 
days  before,  so  we  got  five  rubles 
for  a  Canadian  dollar  instead  of 
fifty  kopecks  (half  a  ruble).  A 
bottle  of  champagne  in  the  hotel 
cost  $1.50  instead  of  $15  (the  boys 
of  course  never  found  this  out), 
and  a  smorgasbord  all-you-can-eat 
lunch  in  the  National  Hotel  was 
under  a  dollar. 

The  KGB  must  have  decided 
that  someone  in  our  group  -  we 
could  never  work  out  who  - 
needed  wooing,  so  luckily  they 
upgraded  our  tour  from  tourist  to 
first  class.  Surprisingly,  our 
Intourist  guide  in  Moscow  was  a 
party  member,  and  she  travelled 
with  us  to  Leningrad  for  a  reason 
she  couldn't  or  wouldn't  explain 
-  we  had  another  guide  there. 

Luckiest  of  all,  we  visited 
Mother  Russia  at  such  an  historic 
time  that  all  the  recent  evolutions 
in  East  Europe  have  had  special 
meaning  for  us.  We  were  actually 
on  the  overnight  train  from 
Moscow  to  Leningrad,  chatting  to 
Russians  and  Australians  and 
Americans,  when  the  Berlin  Wall 
was  breached. 

We  saw  all  the  famous  sites  & 
sights:  St.  Basil's  in  Red  Square 
with  its  onion  cupolas,  its  interior 
not  yet  recovered  from  stabling 
Napoleon's  horses  a  few  years 
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...  on  the  bus 

ago;  the  numinous  tomb  of  Lenin 
(I  believe  has  "Tussauds,  Niagara 
Falls"  stamped  on  his  backside); 
the  dazzling  metro  with  its 
speeding  escalators  and  marbled 
stations;  and  in  Leningrad,  the 
Hermitage  with  its  halls  of 
Rembrandts  and  Picassos,  and 
particularly  the  battleship  Aurora 
which  fired  the  starting  gun  in 
1917.  We  saw  mammoths  in  the 
museum,  resurrected  after  40,000 
years  under  glass,  and  even  a 
mammoth  scat  some  five  feet  in 
diameter! 

But  perhaps  the  most 
interesting  visit  for  the  boys  was 
not  on  the  official  Intourist 
agenda.  Busing  back  from  Peter 
the  Great's  summer  cottage  at 
Petrodvorets,  we  bribed  the  bus 
driver  with  the  omnipotent  pack

of  Marlboros  to  stop  at  some  MIG 
fighters  which  had  been  dumped 
as  a  playground  in  a  subdivision. 
The  boys  had  a  hectic  hour 
climbing  over  these  like  latter-day 
Strangeloves,  hacking  off  trophies 
which  might  escape  metal- 
detection  at  the  airport. 

In  fact  we  returned  with  bags  of 
trophies.  Every  boy  under  fifteen 
is  eager  to  trade  you  a  Russian  pin 
at  the  standard  rate  of  two  pieces 
of  bubblegum;  every  male  over 
fifteen  (What  are  the  females 
doing  meantime  ?)  pesters  you  to 
change  dollars,  buy  a  fur  hat,  a  T- 
shirt,  a  military  watch.  So  some 
bought  five  hats,  and  Lloyd 
Perruzza  came  away  with  a  full 
"meelitary"  uniform.  We  all

bought  the  new  Russian 
Greenpeace  album,  and  a  Paul 
McCartney  special,  for  a  few 
rubles  each. 

The  boys  generated  their  own 
excitement.  One  was  so  pleased  to 
reach  Helsinki  that  he  promptly 
threw  out  his  ticket  for  the  rest  of 
the  tour.  Harpoon  Syed  showed 
the  local  girls  how  an  Andrean 
dances  -  but  when  the  hotel 
flicked  the  lights  at  closing  time 
you  had  to  avoid  flying  ashtrays. 
Mike  Morgan  attacked  the  slot 
machines  at  every  opportunity, 
Sharjeel  learned  how  to  win  at 
poker,  Michael  Black  took  thirty 
rolls  of  film  to  keep  the  family 
firm  solvent.  Jay  Yoo  was  thrown 
out  of  the  Kremlin  for  videotaping 
the  icons  in  the  Cathedral  of  the 
Assumption,  and  as  a  sequel  was 
arrested  in  his  hotel  after  a 
torturous  grilling  on  the  phone  - 
but  collapsed  on  the  floor  in  relief 
when  he  found  the  arrestor  was 
our  friendly  tour  guide!  My  good 
colleague  Marke  found  his 
greatest  thrill  sitting  on  the  knees 
of  the  statue  of  Dmitri  Mendeleev, 
the  originator  of  the  Periodic 
Table,  but  he  also  chased  fur- 
traders  down  dark  alleys,  dodged 
kisses  from  a  doorman  to  whom 
he  had  given  some  Marlboros, 
and  exposed  his  film  to  appease 
an  ex-con  whose  picture  he  had 
taken. 

Russia  is  a  strange  brew.  Was  it 
Churchill  who  described  it  as  a 
riddle  inside  a  puzzle  wrapped  in 
an  enigma?  All  the  apartment 
blocks  in  Moscow  -  and  there  are 
no  private  houses  -  desperately 
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...  in  Moscow 


need  a  second  coat  of  paint,  yet  the 
public  buildings  are  incredibly 
ornate  and  beautiful.  The  people 
look  drab  and  glum  as  they  stand 
in  endless  lines,  but  they  crowd  the 
sheet-music  stores,  and  on  a 
coolish  November  night  there  are  a 
hundred  artists  in  downtown 
Moscow  selling  their  work  or 
painting  portraits  on  the  spot.  The 
streets  are  safe  for  anyone  to  walk 
out  at  night,  and  a  private  car  will 
offer  you  a  ride  to  your  hotel  in 
exchange  for  a  ruble  or  two  of  gas 
money. 

We  were  lucky  to  visit  as  the 
iron  curtain  was  rising,  and  before 
McDonalds  homogenizes  that 
exotic  land.

Looking  Back 


Most  of  us  who  attended  boarding 
school  in  the  50's  and  60's  will  be 
moved  by  the  movie  "Dead  Poet's 
Society".  The  movie,  starring  Robin 
Williams,  (nominated  for  an 
Academy  Award  for  best  actor),  is 
excellent. 

At  the  end  of  the  film  credit  was 
given  to  the  Trustees  and  staff  of  St. 
Andrew's  School  Delaware  for  the  use 
of  their  campus. 

Shortly  after  seeing  the  film  we 
came  across  the  following  article  in 
our  1950  Review  -  exchanges 
between  our  school  and  theirs  had 
taken  place! 

"St.  Andrew's  A  Name  We  Share" 
is  an  article  from  the  St.  Andrew's 
School  Alumni  Bulletin  which  we  are 
happy  to  reprint. 


ST.  ANDREW'S  - 
A  Name  We  Share 

How  many  of  us  have  had  the 
experience  of  telling  someone 
about  St.  Andrew's  only  to  be 
asked,  "Oh  yes,  that  school  is  in 
Florida,  isn't  it?"  Or  Hawaii,  or 
Georgia.  Constantly  we  are 
reminded  that  our  St.  Andrew's  is 
not  the  only  independent 
secondary  school  in  the  U.S.  that 
bears  the  name  of  an  old 
fisherman  chosen  as  one  of 
Christ's  disciples,  who  was  later 
adopted  as  the  patron  saint  of 
Scotland.  In  fact,  other  St. 
Andrew's  schools  can  be  found  in 
Mississippi,  Rhode  Island  and 
Tennessee. 

Many  of  us  may  not  realize  that 
in  the  past  we  have  reached  out  to 
a  fellow  St.  Andrew's  school  across 
our  northern  border  into  Canada. 
It  was  during  World  War  II  that 
Middletown  and  Aurora

discovered  each  other,  and  in  a 
symbolic  attempt  to  break  down 
some  continental  barriers,  they 
began  an  exchange.  First,  the 
headmasters  exchanged  visits,  and 
then  in  1950  several  students  from 
each  school  traded  places  for  a 
short  time.  Representing  our  SAS 
was:  Roger  Redden  '50,  Robert 
Hershey  '50,  Tom  Patton  '51  and 
Bill  Bathurst  '50.  At  a  time  when 
Canada  and  the  U.S.  knew  very 
little  about  one  another,  the 
exchange  helped  dissolve  some 
misperceptions  and  began  a  theme 
of  communication. 

Roger  Redden  and  Bill  Bathurst 
have  some  distant  memories  of 
the  exchange  -  an  adventure  in 
independence  in  which  the  group 
of  five  18  and  19-year-olds  drove 
themselves  to  Canada  during 
Easter  break.  "We  weren't 
supposed  to  have  cars,  but  I  did 
and  everyone  knew  it,"  remarked 
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Bill.  Unfortunately,  Bill  suffered 
from  a  virus  during  most  of  the 
trip  -  he  recalled  that  the 
headmaster's  wife  took  care  of 
him. 

Roger  describes  the  group  as  a 
"collection  of  goodwill 
ambassadors."  He  remembers 
how  excited  they  all  were  that  one 
of  the  group  brought  along  a 
Polaroid  camera,  which  in  1950 
was  still  "quite  a  novelty."  Roger, 
spoiled  by  Delaware's  early 
spring,  recalls  being  struck  by  the 
remnants  of  winter  in  Canada:  ice, 
snow,  clouds  and  fog.  He  can  still 
remember  attending  hockey 
games  at  his  fellow  school  and 
admiring  the  grace  and  skill  of  the 
players  of  this  "exotic"  sport. 
While  Noxontown  Pond  would 
lend  itself  to  an  occasional  pick-up 
game  during  the  deepest  of 
freezes,  hockey  was  quite  foreign. 
"Those  Canadian  kids  were  real 
whizzes  on  the  ice,  and  we  were 
impressed."  He  adds  that  this 
"wonderful  adventure  to  their 
brother  school"  helped  him,  in  his 
youth,  to  appreciate  Canada  as  a 
place  with  its  own  nationality. 
Roger  has  had  many  occasions  to 
continue  that  appreciation,  having 
enjoyed  several  prolonged  stays  in 
Canada. 

This  year  Bob  Bedard, 
headmaster  of  St.  Andrew's 
College  in  Canada,  and  Jon 
O'Brien  have  renewed  the  old 
bond  that  began  with  those  initial 
exchanges  -  exchanging  a  school 
plaque,  a  medallion  and  school 
publications.  We  look  forward  to 
this  new  beginning  to  a  theme  of 
understanding  and  comradeship 
that  began  with  our  classmates  in 
the  50's.

Looking  Back

It  was  not  until  during  the  years  of 
the  Second  World  War  that  St. 
Andrew's  College  and  St. 
Andrew's  School  "discovered" 
each  other.  The  Headmasters  of 
the  two  schools  exchanged  visits, 
and  a  few  Easters  ago  a  group  of 
Andreans  from  Aurora  visited  the 
Andreans  in  Middletown.  Then,  at 
the  end  of  last  March,  four  boys 
from  Middletown  came  and 
stayed  here  for  a  week-end;  Roger 
Redden,  Robert  L.  Hershey  Jr., 
Thomas  J.  Patton  and  William 
Bathurst.  They  were  kept  well 
entertained  by  the  Prefects  during 


their  sojourn  at  St.  Andrew's 
College,  and  were  found  by  all 
who  met  them  to  be  the  friendliest 
of  people. 

In  this  modern  age,  we 
Canadians  are  far  too  likely  to  take 
our  neighbours  to  the  south  of  the 
border  for  granted,  and  vice-versa. 
Everyone  talks  about  the  friendly 
relations  between  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  lying  on  either  side 
of  an  unfortified  boundary; 
nevertheless,  an  astounding 
number  of  people  in  both 
countries  know  incredibly  little 
about  the  other  nation.  Visits  of 
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this  sort,  therefore,  are  of 
unlimited  value  to  those  making 
them,  for  they  provide  a  glimpse 
into  the  life  of  the  people.  The 
trip  taken  by  those  boys  to  the 
"wilds"  of  the  far  north  is  of  great 
significance,  not  because  they 
established  better  relations  with 
their  cousin  school,  but  because 
they  became  better  acquainted 
with  this  fair  land  of  ours.  We 
hope  that  many  more  such 
expeditions  will  be  made  by 
members  of  both  schools  in  the 
future. 

The  Review  1950 
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Joseph  McDougall  '19 


Joseph  Easton  McDougall  is 
Canada's  greatest  unknown 
humorist.  McDougall  -  Joe  to  his 
friends  -  was  one  of  35  student 
editors  who  founded  The  Goblin 
almost  70  years  ago.  Today,  at  87, 
living  quietly  in  a  modest 
Westmount  home,  he  is  still  as 
sharp  as  a  tack,  even  if  the  eyes 
aren't  what  they  once  were. 

The  stories  still  roll  off 
McDougall's  tongue  -  the  more 
waggish  the  tale,  the  more 
animated  his  features  become.  He 
is  a  motherlode  of  information  on 
Canadian  publishing  over  this 


century  -  but  characteristically 
reticent  to  acknowledge  his  own 
seminal  role  in  Canadian  humor. 

As  a  19-year-old  student  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  McDougall 
was  one  of  the  original  Goblin 
crew.  Success  did  not  appear 
imminent.  "Most  of  Canada  was 
held  in  the  chill  grip  of 
Prohibition  and,  while  smaller 
American  institutions  of  learning 
had  their  'college  comic' 
magazines,  Toronto,  with  a 
registration  in  excess  of  6,000  had 
none.  Culture  was  a  common 
commodity  but  comedy  was 
questionable,"  he  writes  in  "Fun 
While  It  Lasted." 

But  the  magazine  was  a  hit. 
First  the  literary  editor, 
McDougall  became  managing 
editor  during  its  last  five  years. 
Under  his  direction,  The  Goblin 
achieved  a  quality  equal  to  any 
publication  of  its  kind,  including 
the  emerging  New  Yorker.  In  the 
summer  of  1929,  The  Goblins  were 
shifted  from  Toronto  to  Montreal 
in  the  hope  of  obtaining  lucrative 
liquor  advertising  (Prohibition 
was  not  in  effect  in  Quebec).  But 
shortly  after  the  stock  market 
crash  on  Sept.  13, 1929, 
McDougall  -  concerned  that  the 
magazine's  high  quality  could 
not  be  maintained  without 
adequate  advertising  revenue  - 
sadly  closed  up  shop. 


Still  a  young  man  of  29,  he 
decided  to  stay  in  Montreal 
where  he  pursued  a  career  in 
radio.  He  became  friends  with 
Stephen  Leacock  and  his  circle, 
and  has  written  happy 
reminiscences  of  that  period. 
Later,  he  wrote  several  books  and 
freelance  material  for  a  number 
of  publications  including  The 
Montrealer  and  The  Montreal  Star. 

After  the  Second  World  War, 
McDougall  pursued  a  successful 
career  in  advertising,  becoming  a 
vice-president  at  Cockfield 
Brown  and  ultimately 
supervising  the  worldwide 
advertising  for  Expo  '67. 

Despite  these  enterprises,  Joe 
looks  upon  The  Goblin  period  as 
his  most  rewarding.  "You  see,"  he 
explained,  "I  never  thought  of  it 
as  work.  It  was  fun...  genuine 
fun."

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The  Sporting  Scene 
Top  Polo  Player 


David  Often  79 


29-year-old  David  Offen  79  from 
Aurora  may  be  Canada's  best 
polo  player. 

Once  an  eager  hockey  player, 
David  now  finds  polo  to  be  a 
greater  challenge  than  any  other 
sport  he  has  played  -  "the 
combination  of  man  and  animal 
together." 

Polo  players  are  ranked  on  an 
international  handicap  system 
with  scores  ranging  from  1  to  10, 
with  the  highest  scores 
representing  the  better  players. 
Offen  has  a  six-goal  handicap  in 
outdoor  polo  and  an  eight-goal 


handicap  for 
arena  polo.  As  a 
measure  of 
Offen's  skills, 
there  are  only 
half  a  dozen 
players 

worldwide  who 
have  a  handicap 
of  10. 

David  calls 
polo  "a  sort  of 
disease."  He  was 
introduced  to  the 
sport  by  his 
father  David,  a 
chiropractor.  "I 
learned  to  ride 
when  I  was  5  or  6 
and  showed 
horses;  then  my 
Dad  started 
playing  polo." 
Dave  played 
polo  while  he 
attended  St. 
Andrew's. 
Teaming  up  with 
the  Siftons,  Mike 
'79  and  Cliff  '77, 
and  David 
Calverley  79,  they  represented 
the  school  for  four  years.  The 
team  won  the  National 
Interscholastics  Championship  in 
the  United  States  two  consecutive 
years.  In  1980  he  was  a  member 
of  the  team  from  York  University 
that  captured  the  North  American 
Collegiate  Polo  Championship. 

"It  got  in  my  blood  and  I 
quickly  realized  that  to  progress 
further,  I  had  to  get  to  play 
against  better  competition  in  the 
U.S..  I  was  fortunate  enough  to 
have  the  chance." 

David  has  returned  home  to 
Aurora  having  played  polo  full- 
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time  for  six  years  in  the  United 
States.  He  has  been  playing  part- 
time  in  Canada  for  the  past  year 
and  says  that  the  sport  is 
evolving  for  professionals. 

Offen  demonstrates  this 
through  his  involvement  during 
the  past  year  acting  as  a 
consultant  for  Polo  Canada  to 
help  improve  clubs  across 
Canada,  conduct  clinics  and  to 
organize  international  events 
involving  Canadian  players. 
Michael  Sifton  Sr.,  President  of 
Polo  Canada  and  the  Toronto 
Polo  Club,  says  that  Dave  has  a 
confidence  factor  amongst  the 
people  he's  teaching.  "They 
realize  he  knows  what  he's 
talking  about." 

Offen  is  hoping  that  his  clinics 
and  advice  will  aid  in  the 
development  of  the  sport  in 
Canada.  "This  is  the  first  time 
that  anything  like  this  has  been 
done  in  Canada,"  he  says,  "and 
so  far  the  response  has  been 
overwhelming." 

So  too  has  been  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  clubs  across  the 
country  in  recent  years.  Five 
years  ago,  there  were  only  five 
clubs;  today  there  are  16,  with  a 
membership  of  over  300  people. 

Most  athletes  enjoy  giving 
something  back  to  their  sport 
after  their  playing  days  are  over. 
But  Dave  admits  that  while 
playing  is  still  his  top  priority  he 
also  wants  to  give  something 
back  to  the  sport. 

Besides  his  involvement  with 
the  game  and  instructional 
clinics,  Dave  also  operates  his 
own  business  selling  polo 
equipment  and  boarding  horses 
for  other  people.

'24  I  met  Jack  Dyment  last  spring 
when  he  asked  if  I  could  take 
some  books  for  our  library. 
He  had  overflowing 
bookcases,  books  on  the 
tables,  books  on  the  floor.  He 
intends  to  leave  St.  Andrew's 
College  his  collection, 
wonderful  books  on  History, 
Art,  Philosophy  —  a  wide 
range. 

We  talked  of  his  early  days 
at  St.  Andrew's  when  the 
school  was  still  in  Rosedale. 
In  the  1920's,  there  was 
farmland  north  of  St.  Clair 
Avenue;  Jack  could  ride  horses 
before  school  or  in  the 
evening. 

He  reminisced,  'The  first 
day  I  was  at  St.  Andrew's  I 
was  sent  down  to  be  caned  by 
Dr.  Macdonald  because  I 
dropped  a  bag  of  water  on  a 
workman  ...  and  he  said,  'As 
you  are  a  new  boy  I  won't 


cane  you  this  time'." 

Students  followed  the  same 
daily  pattern  sixty  years  ago;
